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Universal Studios have leaked plans to 
make a movie based on computer 
software giants Microsoft. 

Universal's film will be based on 
‘Microserfe’, a book about misfit 
Seattle-based Microsoft programmers, to 
which they have just acquired the film 
rights. 

Written by Douglas Coupland, the 
story is about a group of programmers 
who are slaves to Microsoft and try to 
“have a life” in the fast lane of high 
technology. 

Financial details of the deal have not 
been disclosed while negotiations with 
Bill Gates to use the Microsoft name are 
not yet finalised.

BUSINESS 
Amstrad has sold Dancall, its cellular 
mobile telephone arm, to. Germany's 
Bosch Telecom for £92 million, four years 
after it rescued the business from 
receivership for £6.3 million. 

Bosch dismissed claims that it had 
paid over the odds for the division saying 
Amstrad had “invested a huge amount of 
money in R&D. It had an impressive 
line-up of products at Cebit last month, 
We do not have that level of expertise,’ 
said a Bosch spokesperson. 

Since the acquisition, Amstrad had 
pumped £10 million into Dancall and the 
sale price shows nearly six times return 
on investment. 

‘Amstrad chairman Alan Suger said 
Dancall is an example of Amstrad’s 
knack of “spotting profitable sectors, 
product innovation and directing good 
management to develop and market 


those innovations.” However Sugar said 
shareholders had not appreciated 
Daneall’s potential, “principally due to 
the lack of profits since we acquired the 
company”, In the year to June Dancall 
lost £6.8 million on sales of £100 million. 

Bosch Telecom is Germany's third 
largest telecomm products company and 
is owned by Robert Bosch, the power 
tools to automotive ‘components 
company. The Bosch spokesperson said 
the deal will give Bosch access to GSM 
technology and provides Dancall with the 
distribution channel and brand 
awareness it has been lacking. 

Bosch will retain Dancall’s 600-strong 
employees, the majority of whom are 
based in Denmark. 


NEW PENTIUM COMING 


Microprocessor giant Intel have 
announced their plans for 1997 and this 
looks set to include a new version of 
their market leading Pentium processor. 

At a very flash and glitzy meeting for 
journalists, held at one of Intel’s main 
research and development sites in 
California on April 1st, details of the new 
chip were unveiled, One of the first 
details to be released was that Intel 
have purchased the rights to the SAM 
ASIC from West Coast to help them add 
more user friendly graphics and other 
features to the new Pentium.

YOUR HINTS, TIPS AND PROGRAMMING IDEAS 


April. Season of showers. And so it has 
been whenever I've had no energy and 
it's been time to do the lawn. Of course, 
now that it really wants cutting, it’s dry 
as a bone, the sun’s shining furiously and 
you can hear the grass growing too long 
for the mower, Bob’s bawling for Short 
Spot; he wants it tomorrow! Woe is me! 

‘So here we are again, folks, and let's 
make a quick start with a note about 
programming on the Spectrum from Mr 
E. G. Baumann of Cowies Hill, South 
Africa, Mr Baumann has faithfully 
supplied ‘funnies’ for many years for 
April fool’s day, and it is therefore fitting 
that a serious piece of neat programming 
from him should take pride of place - as a 
sop, for he is then asking readers for 
information. 

It is often useful to insert a line in 
colour to make it stand out in the listing, 
and the way to do this is well 
documented and well understood by most 
Basie programmers, What is less well 
known is that it is possible to put only 
the line number in colour, so that this 
will stand out at the start of a line and 
enable one to pick it out, This is 
particularly useful if the line, for 
instance, contains numbers here and 
there, so that the second or third lines 
also begin with figures, and the whole 
thing looks like several separate lines, 
and is confusing to the eye. To have the 
occasional line number in colour here 
and there is therefore a useful trick 
which at first seems impossible, but 
there is a way to do it. 

First pull down the previous line for

editing, and run the cursor to the end. 
Press CAPS/SHIFT + SYMBOL/SHIFT 
and then 4 (in this case, so that you get 
green), When the line is returned, it will 
be found that all the following lines will 
be green, Then pull down the next line 
for editing. The cursor will be in the 
right place; i.e. to the right of the desired 
line number. 

Press CAPS/SHIFT + SYMBOL/SHIFT 
and then 7 (to get back to normal) and 
return the line. 

In the same way, a line number can be 
made BRIGHT or to FLASH, if 
preferred, and then, of course, back to 
normal again. The key strokes are:- 


For BRIGHT: 
C/SHIFT+SYM/SHIFT and then 9 
C/SHIFT+SYM/SHIFT and then 8 
For FLASH: 


C/SHIFT+SYM/SHIFT and then 
C/SHIFT+9 


C/SHIFT+SYM/SHIFT 
and then C/SHIFT +8 


So now you know. 

And now an interesting point in which 
Mr Baumann (and I) would like some 
feedback from our good readers. (The bad 
ones can fax me a few interesting 
Spectrum and SAM jokes to fill up the 
column)! Sorry: back to business, Wase. 
To reset his ageing Spectrum, Mr 
Baumann uses PRINT USR 0, which, he 
feels is a soft reset, and therefore kinder 
to the computer than merely switching 


off, The finger movements are also 
efficient. Also, before switching off, he 
always has always felt it better to reset 
the computer first by using this method. 
Mr. Baumann wants to know if doing 
this really does make a difference to the 
life of the computer, or is this belief 
unwarranted? Your comments and 
recommendations, please, to Short Spot. 
Many thanks, Mr Baumann. 

Next, a whole raft of bits and pieces 
from our readers on ‘Colour Weaver’. It 
seems that a number of us ate anxious to 
get SAM to produce the old Tartan, if the 
interest is anything to go by, A number 
of readers, including Dave Marriott of 
Long Eaton, Nottingham, and Graham 
Parkyn of Grampound, Truro, have 
commented on the problem of turning 
CAPS-LOCK on and off on SAM, but 
Graham has added to his reply as 
follows. 

“The problem which Mr Hunter seems 
to be having with the POKE 23658,8 in 
the Spectrum version of the program, 
and the possibility of transferring this to 
the SAM, quite surprised me, as I have 
been using this POKE for years. Still, 
this is what FORMAT is all about isn’t 
it! (Good man, this Graham Parkyn - 
JW). One man’s problem is another 
man’s answer! 

Address 23658 is the location of a 
System Variable: POKE — 23658,8 
produces a CAPS-LOCK ON, while 
POKE 23658,0 produces a CAPS-LOCK 
OFF, With the SAM, POKE SVAR 618,8 
produces CAPS-LOCK ON: POKE SVAR 
618,0 produces CAPS-LOCK OFF, 
However, I have found that SAM will 
happily accept POKE 23658,8 and POKE 
23658,0. 

Using this information, Graham also 
writes that he has found this system 
variable useful in avoiding the rather 
clumsy:- 


10 PAUSE 
20 LET AS=INKEYS 
30 IF AS$="Y" OR AS="y* THEN... 


Instead, and more elegantly, use:- 
10 PAUSE 
15 POKE SVAR 618,8 (REM or POK 
E 23658,8) 
20 LET AS=INKEYS 
30 IF A$="Y" THEN...

Other readers, for instance Dave 
Marriott, mention that line 5030 was 
intended to overwrite the graphics for 
characters ‘A’, ‘B’ etc., with user defined 
ones, and went on to POKE b with the 
required bit patterns. “If this is indeed 
the case, just substituting ‘UDG’ for 
‘USR’ will do the same thing on SAM,” 
says Dave, and thank you for your good 
wishes for Lorri. 

J, Smith of Crossgates, Leeds, encloses 
a complete listing of a SAM colour 
weaver. He mentions that the principal 
program changes are the screen 
addresses and the graphic addresses for 
CHRS 144 and CHR$ 145. There are also 
some minor changes to text, and the 
cursor graphic shape, and also one or two 
extra odd lines. The POKE 23658,8 
simply becomes POKE SVAR 618,8 Caps 
Lock for SAM, which, as Mr Smith wryly 
remarks, “I am sure many other readers 
will have told you by now.” They have 
indeed, Mr Smith. 

1 would have printed Mr Smith's 
program, which ran to more than two 
sides of Ad paper (have no fear; it’s less 
in columns), but he sent only a listing, 
and no disc, and it would have taken for 
ever to type it in, and Bob wants this 
tomorrow, so many thanks Mr Smith - 
we have at least got the gist of this. 

And, since it is roughly comparable, 
and here, on a disc, the listing of Geoff 
Bridges of Headington, Oxford, is 
therefore printed. Geoff, of course, 
mentions the dreaded POKE 29658,0 to 


change case in both SAM and Spectrum, 
and, on the same subject, if I can digress 
a minute or two, so does Roy Burford of 
Norton, Stourbridge. Roy has organised 
his ‘scrappy notes’, as he puts it, into a 
little program, giving POKEs for the 
Spectrum which he finds useful, though 
he does not mention if these are also 
useful in SAM, How about a rather fuller 
program of useful POKEs, bewares and 
no-no’s, readers, with their SAM 
equivalents? Be rather useful, wouldn't 
it! Anyway, here’s Roy's awfully useful 
POKEs!

Many thanks, Roy, and we'll come back 
to you later, but now we'll return to 
Geoff Bridges, who now deals with the 
user defined graphics, as already 
mentioned, as UDG CHR$ n for SAM, 
where n is a number from 144 to 164.

‘An important point in Spectrun/SAM 
conversions is also made by Geoff over 
the POKE in line 3030. The address used 
(23210) is in the attribute file on the 
Spectrum, but SAM uses this area for its 
system variables, so it’s certainly not a 
good idea to POKE and rummage round 
in this area, willy-nilly! As I mentioned a 
couple of inches earlier, I really think a 
good long compendium of bits and pieces 
with all this information would be 
invaluable to converters and users, so 
come on, folks! 

Geoff changed line 3030 as follows:-

Now back to Roy Burford. Roy writes 
onca again about the kaleidoscope. This 
is rather interesting: last weekend, while 
away with Lorri in between bouts of 
sickness, we were able to look at a 
kaleidoscope, and I made an important 
discovery. This, folks, is not one toy. No, 
no: Wase and his readers have, as usual 
been fooled! The gadget I was used to 
was triangular in cross-section, and the 
pattern was made by shaking snippets of 
metallised coloured foil. The gadget I 


looked at on holiday was round, the light 
came through the transparent base on 
which was painted colored geometrical 
shapes, and you altered the pattern by 
turning the base round: differing 
patterns of colours were somehow 
produced. A horse of quite a different 
colour from the one I was used to. (For 
the geographically minded, this toy came 
from Saks, High Street, Bangor, 
Gwynedd, but I won't hold it against 
them)! So we must be rather careful 
about what we're writing! Anyway, Roy 
has sidestepped all this nonsense by 
mentioning that the high resolution 
kaleidoscope on the Spectrum suffers 
from colour-clash, which, of itself, causes 
some loss of symmetry. Spkaleidos uses 
character graphics in the form of an 
inverse space. Have a look at it and the 
display it gives. As Roy puts it; “A notchy 
display, but colourwise clean.”

eliminating the interference with the 
Elite when the hard drive was running, 
however, on borrowing a Fidelity TV and 
checking all the same conditions, no 
interference was experienced with either 
computer, 

From the comprehensive tests carried 
out by Doug it is clear that the Nokia 
model he is using is particularly 
sensitive to interference, particularly 
from the hard disc. My immediate 
suggestion is to check that the chassis of 
the hard drive and the power unit are 
properly earthed to eliminate one 
possible source of the interference. 
However, the effect that the No.2 drive 
has in eliminating the interference is 
puzzling! The next query, which concerns 
Music Maestro, comes from H.Smart of 
Selkirk Scotland who has had a few 
problems with using the program on a 
Spectrum +2 with the PLUS D interface 
and a 3/4” disc drive. Firstly he found 
that the only way he could make a 
back-up copy of the disc was by making a 
Snapshot copy, which is not very 
satisfactory. He also found that when he 
tried to save a file of music on the same 
dise as the main program it would not 
load again and sometimes the screen 
went blank and the computer hung-up. 
‘The only way to be able to save and 
reload the file was to save it onto an 
empty formatted disc, however, if more 
than one file was saved on the same disc 
it was not possible to load the second and 
subsequent files and, regardless of the 
filename entered, the first file on the dise 
was always loaded! Finally, he realises 
that there must be a limit to the number 
of bars of music one can enter but has 
been unable to find any reference in the 
manual as to what the limit might be. He 
has entered a long piece of music into the 
program, but when he tried to play it 
back an ‘Qut of Memory’ error report 


appeared. 

‘Unfortunately, I will have to appeal 
once again to our readers for a solution 
to this query as I also have been plagued 
with problems with my copy of Maestro, 
My computer hangs-up on trying to save; 
a ‘Disc Error’ message appears when 
trying to load; and a ‘No Files Found’ 
message appears when attempting to 
CAT! Can any of our readers provide a 
solution to Mr Smart's problems or 
mine? 

Sam Quigg has written from Limavady 
in Northern Ireland with a question on 
IKON GRAPHIX and two items of news 
on suppliers of equipment. With regard 
to the IKON GRAPHIX, Sam has been 
trying for some time to convert the 128K 
program to run on the +3. So far he has 
managed to convert the Basic loader and 
load the machine code and, although the 
program runs, it won't load or save 
screen$, fonts ete. Well Sam, you don't 
say whether you are using tape or using 
PLUS D discs with the software needed 
for the +3 to read them. I suggest that 
you write to Mike Atkins (who deals with 
the +3), giving him as much information 
as you can plus a copy of your software if 
feasible. In the meantime, if any reader 
has made a successful conversion of this 
progam to work on the +3 could they 
please let us know? 

In response to Archie Perry’s query in 
the December 96 issue about using the 
PLUS D with Spectrum 2a, Sam says 
that he obtained a conversion kit from 
Brian Gaff around July of last year 
comprising a replacement ROM, a FIXIT 
adaptor for the expansion port and a 
comprehensive instruction sheet. In less 
than 30 minutes he had for all intents 
and purposes a Grey +2. So far he has 
found no problems and the PLUS D 
works perfectly in both 48K and 128K 
modes, His other equipment tip concerns 
a source of supply for Microdrive 
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cartridges. He purchased some 
cartridges last December from Bill 
Richardson of W.N.Richardson (EEC) 
Ltd. [Editor's Note: As far as I know 
this company is no longer trading. Bob.) 

Finally, on reading the Letters section 
in the January issue I came across 
L.W.Simpson's letter about monitors, 
where he said that the only information 
he found on this subject in past issues of 
FORMAT was that contained in the 
Help Page in August 94. I know from 
personal experience how difficult it is to 
dig out items of information from past 
copies, even with the assistance of my 
own index system, so I am not surprised 
that Mr Simpson missed the piece in the 
Help Page of August '96, This covered 
two multisyne monitors which will work 
with SAM, and indicated that it would 
also be worthwhile to try any VGA or 
SVGA monitor. However, this last option 
would probably depend upon having the 
co-operation of a friendly dealer in 
second-hand computer equipment.

You 
mention IF...THEN..ELSE in your 
editorial. Whilst I do not have a SAM I 
am familiar with this Microsoft 
instruction from my TRS-80 days, 
Perhaps the following may help. 

Because of the binary operation, in a 
computer any single IF...THEN can have 
only two outcomes. Two changes can 
then be made at this Point, or, only one 
as required. In original and Sinclair 
Basic two changes were made using two 
lines of code, eg. 


50 IF a=b THEN LET c=d: GOTO 7 
0 

60 LET c=G/2: REM If a is not 
equal to b 


70 Program continuation... 


The same code is achieved on one line 
using IF... THEN,..ELSE as follows:- 


50 IF a=b THEN c=d ELSE c=d/2 
60 Program continuation... 


Here, ‘ELSE deals with the second 
alternative that ac>b so c=something 
else, 

LET is usually optional in a Basic 
using IF... THEN....ELSE but if this is 
not the case with SAM, pop LET in at 
the appropriate points. As far as I am 
aware, it is not obligatory to use IF 
THEN ELSE but memory space is saved 
when it is applicable.
